Re-Lived in Pictures 


In the wonderful war picture 
“Lest We Forget” which is showing 
at the Elite theatre for four shows 
this week-end, the gallant Canadian 
Corps has mobilized once more in 
ancther ‘‘war to end war,’ and they 
go over the top again im one of the 
most dramatic battles ever waged in 
behalf of peace.

The picture does not glorify war 
What glory in the spectacle »f snat- 
tered fragments that once were men 
filling the trenches on Vimy” What 
glamour in the torn remnants of 
manhood staggering back from the 
mass massacre at Cambrai? What 
thrill—other than that of sheer 
horror—in the spectacle of the 
Canadian Base Hospital at Etaples? 
What glorification, of any part of 
the ghastly, stupid carnage, when 
the crosses of seventeen million 
hero dead cast their blight cver the 
whole scene? 

Canada’s warrior sons will relive 
those four terrible years once more 
as the all-seeing eyes of the official 
army cameras bridge the gap of a 
quarter of a century. They will feel 
ihe deadly chill of Messines’ trench- 
es. The horrors of Passchendaele 
will be revived. 

The Legion's picture is rich in 
personalities. One sees the aged Km- 
peror Franz Josef of Austria, a 
figure bowed with tragedy, which 
culminated in the assassination of 
his heir apparent at Sacajevo, ip 
June, 1914. 
Pompous and 
Kaiser Wilhelm 


flamboyant, ex- 
reviews his Prus- 
sians before dispatching them to 
fight his battles, to initiate those 
four years of suffering and cestruc- 
tion which will require the work of 
many future generations to repair. 
The weakling Czar of Russia whose 
last distressed years were to end 
with his murder at the hands of his 
own subjects, is seen in the heyday 
of Muscovite glory. King Atbert of 
Belgium, the citizen-king dedicated 
to peace, has the uneasy air of one 
in a strange setting when he sur- 
rounds himself with soldiers and 
starts them off to the Liege forts. 

“Lest We Fonget” successfully 
compresses within its limited scope 
the story not only of Canada and 
Canadian achievement in the war 
but of the Great War itself. A Can

ment guarantees the banks of Can- 
ada against loss up to 15 per cent, 
and the money will be loaned out by 
the banks to any houseowner in 
good standing without security or 
endorsements at a discount rate of 
3% per cent. The loans are to be 
repaid in twelve monthly _ instal- 
ments. 


Here's how the scheme will work. 
A homeowner needing $100 for re_ 
pairs to his home will be able to 
give the tank a note for this 
amount. For the note he will re- 
ceive $96.75 in cash, and he wu 
pay back the loan in instalments of 
$8.07 a month for twelve months. 
Larger loans will be handled in a 
similar manner with amounts ip 
proportion and if necessary repay- 
ments can be spread over a five- 
year term. 

The plan as outlined is the 


result 


of an arrangement between the 
government and the Natuonal Em- 
ployment commission, headed by 
Arthur*B. Purvis of Movutreal, who 
has been the prime mover on wne 
side afd the Canadian Bankers’ as- 
sociation on the other. 

An important feature of the un- 
dertaking is that people who make 
these improvements shall not be 
penalized by the municiplity put- 


ting on higher taxes on the ground 
that the property is appreciated by 
the renovation. The banks are given 


every credit. for their co-operation 
in the scheme. The government 
guarantees any loss up to 15 per 


cent. 

General conditions which the lend. 
ing institutions will have to meet 
to obtain the government guarantee 
are as follows:

2. Loans shall not exceed $2.000 
in amount on any single property 
More than one loan may be made 


on a single property if the aggre- 
gate amount does not exceed $2,000. 
3. Loans are to be repaid in equal 
monthly instalments or in suitable 
instalments for such other periods as 
may be necessary to fit the condi- 
tions of the individual borrower. 


4. The maximum charge for the 
loans shall be 3'4 per cent discount 
for a one-year loan repayable in 
equal monthly instalments and pro- 
portionate rates for other pcrrods 

5. No service or cnarg 
es or any additional charges of any 
kind may be made except certain 
stipulated penalties for arrears. 

6. No endorsements or other se- 
curity will be required.

SAFEGUARD PURITY OF FARM 
WELL 


’ Next in importance to the location 
of the farm well which should be 
far removed from likely sources of 
contamination are the protective 
measures which may be taken to 
safeguard the purity of water. The 
first step after digging or drilling 
well is to protect it from the ent- 
The well 
must have a good cover of concrete, 
stone or wood. If the well is deep, 
it should be fitted with a galvanized 
iron pipe reaching to the bottom, 
care ‘being taken that the lower end 
of the pipe is efficiently sealed to 
the rock, also that the top of the 
pipe is sealed’ to the cover. Other- 
wise surface water may trickle down 
outside the pipe into the well. 

If the well is shallow and wide, 
the walls of the well should be made 
impervious to an adequate depth. Ten 


or twelve feet is the usual depth 
recommended for the impervious 
wall which may be of concrete. 


puddied clay or cemented the. The 


wall should be continued upwards 
one foct above the surface of the 
ground. By this means, surface 
water must filter through a depth 
of ten or twelve feet of earth before 
jt can enter the well, and if he

Yet 
there are people who look vackward 
longingly to the ‘‘good old days,” 
which as a matter of reality were 
the bad old days.

Growing Bulbs In The

House For Winter Bloom| 


When the last rose of summer or| 


of late autumn, with the variety of 
other flowers that bloom out of 
doors, have faded and gone it is 
possible, at a very nominal cost and 
with little effort, to have flowers 
in the home for several weeks dur- 
ing the winter months. These 
blooms, in quite a large variety of 
colour can be provided by bulbs. To 
get them to flower successfully it 
is necessary to start them for sev- 
eral weeks in darkness in a cool 
cellar. A first essential to success- 
ful bulb culture is to meke sure 
that the ‘bulbs themselves are of 
Pee quality. It is best to buy them 
early in the season when they are 


likely to be more vigorous than 
those which have been lying about 
the stioore for several weeks. Good 


budbs should ‘be quite finm and 
heavy in comparison to their size 
and of good size according to their 
variety. 

The bulbs should be potted as soon 
as obtainable from the seed store or 
dealer. By removing the pots from 
the cellar, after the bulbs have 
rooted, at intervals of ten days or 
| two weeks a succession of bloom 
over a lomg period can be obtained. 

In an article on growing bulbs 
for winter bloom, Miss Isabella 
Preston, Specialist in Ornamental 
Gardening, Horticultural. Division, 
Central Experimental Farm, Domin- 
|ion Department of Agriculture, be- 
gins by stating that some bulbs can 
be grown in water alone, in pre- 
pared peat and in soil. The varieties 
that do best in water are Chinese 
Sacred Lily, Paper White Narcissus 
and Hyacinths. The first two are 
| grown in bowls and! the bulbs are 
kept in place with small stones. A 
small piece of charcoal should be 
placed in the bottom to help keep 
the water clean. Hyacinths are 
grown in special glasses which are 
shaped so that the bulbs are held 
just above the water. 

Prepared fibre compost can be 
obtained from seed finms ard it is 
prepared for use. Its chief advantage 
over earth is that it is used in fancy 
water tight bowls. The fibre should 
be made slightly moist and a layer 
laid at the ‘pase of the bowi. The 
bulbs should. be arranged on this 
and the fibre filled in around them. 
Enough space should be left at the 
top so that water can be added 
easily. The number of bulbs used 
depends on the size of the 


They should not be allowed to touch | 


each other or the sides of the bowl. | 
Daffodils, Tulips and Hyacinths can 
all be grown in fibre. 


BULBS IN SOIL 
The most inexpensive way to grow 


bulbs is in clay pots in soil. The 
ordinary garden soil, if not too 
heavy, can ‘be used. Heavy . soil 


should be mixed with sand and leaf 
soil in order to make it porous. The 
pots must be clean and new ones 
should be soaked in water ard dried 
before using. Pieces of breken pots 
should be laid over the hole at the 
bottom to insure good drainage and 
well mixed slightly moist soil placed 
in the pot. It should be fill'ed about 
one-third full and packed down. 
The bulbs are placed on this and the 
pot filled up to one-half incn of the 
top with soil. It should be well 
shaken down and pressed sufficiently 
so that no air holes are left but not 
packed down too hard The bulbs 
should be planted deep enough so 
that the tips of the bulbs show 
above the surface of the soil except 
Hyacinths which should have about 
one-third above the soil. After being’ 
planted in the pots they should 

be watered and put in a cool cel- 
lar. The bulbs which bloum in the 
shortest time after potting are 
French Roman Hyacinths. Thess 
have small sprays of flowers and are 
white in colour. If planted in Sep- 
tember and kept in a moderately 
warm place, they will bloom in 
early December. They must not be 
put in a cold place for rooting. AS 
they are quite expensive and the 
flowers small they are recommended 
only for very early bloom. They can 
be grown either in fibre or soil 


HYACINTHS 

Dutch Hyacinths come in various 
colours and the bulbs can be planted 
singly in four-inch pots or three in 
a six inch pot. Only one variety 
should be grown in a pot so that 
they will bloom at the same time. 
The pots may be placed outdoors and 
buried in cinders for a few weeks 
until freezing weather sets in and 
then they should be placed in a cool, 
not too dry cellar, or they may be 
put at once into a dark corner of the 
cellar at a temperature of about 40 
degrees F. If the pots are buried 


more evenly moist than if left un- 
covered In a month or six weeks,

FREESIAS 

Freesias have sweet scented flow- 
ers and can be grown in the house. 
The bulbs should be planted early in 
September and grow best in a tem- 
perafure of about 50 degrees F. The 
stems are frequently too weak to 
hold the flowers and should be tiled 
to thin stakes so as to keep them 
straight. 

It is well to remember that the 
soil or fibre must never be allowed 
to dry out but over watering, 
especially in water tight containers, 
must be avoided. Gas from furnace 
or cook stove may cause the buds 
to die. Too hot and dry air encdur- 
ages insects and also causes buds to 
die. Great changes of temperature 
are harmful, frost will cCamage 
leaves and flowers.

by President Roosevelt, who called 
in representatives. of important 
power companies for a private con- 
ference at the White House. 

While no public information was 
given out as to what was discussed, 
it is understood here that the effort 
was to find a reasonable’ rule to 
govern the distribution of power 
produced at government dams in the 
Tennessee Valley and elsewhere. 

The right of the government to 
distribute this power has been chal- 
lenged, though its right to generate 
electric energy as an incident to the 
construction of dams for flood and 
navigation control has been 
by the Supreme Court. 


Farm and Security Acts 

The Frazier-Lemke Act which 
granted a three-year moratorium 
against foreclosure of farm  mort- 
gages has been challenged by the 
Phoenix Joint Stock Land Bank of 
Kansas City, which has carried the 
request to the Supreme Court after 
adverse ruling by the Eighth Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals. The Supreme 
Court decided last year that an 
earlier Frazier-Lemke Act of similar 
intent was unconstitutional. The 
present act was passed in an effort 
to accomplish 
constitutional means. ; 

No formal action to challenge the} 
constitutionality of the Social Se- | 
curity Act has yet reached the Su- 
preme Court, although that is a very 
important act of the 74th Congress 
of which a constitutional test is ex-_ 
pected sooner or later. 

In the meantime the Social Se- 
curity Board is preparing to carry 
out the provisions of the Act espec- 
tally that part of it dealing with old 
age imsurance, which does not take 
effect until January 1, 1937.

Starting January 1, every em- 
ployer will be required to pay to the 
government a tax of one per cent 
of his total payroll, except for such | 
as run above $3,000 a 
year for any particular employee. 
Beginning at the same date, every 
worker earning up to $3,000 a year 
will be required to pay an income 
tax of one per cent of his total 
salary or wages. This income tax 
must be deducted from the pay} 
check or wage envelope by the em_| 
ployer and turned over to the gov | 
ernment. 

Out of the proceeds of this pay- 
roll tax the act provides for retire-| 
ment pensions beginning at the age | 
of 65. The expected attacks upon3 
its constitutionality are based upon 
the fact that the tax is not a gen- 
eral tax but applies only to workers 
in business and industry and is not 
required from workers in agricul 
tural, shipping, domestic service, 
members of charitable, scientific and 
other non-profit organizations, or 
persons who are self-employed, such 
as professional men. 

Another ground is that the pr» 
ceeds of this tax are not distributed 
for general welfare, but only for the 
specific benefit of particular 
classes who are taxed, so that there 
is no provision in the law for old 
age imsurance benefits for a very
